SUBJECT:  Army  Base  Realignment  and  Closure  Status 

1.  PURPOSE.  To  provide  information  regarding  closures  of  Army  BRAC  installations. 

2.  FACTS. 

a.  Seventy-seven  BRAC  88,  five  BRAC  91  and  nine  BRAC  95  installations  are  closed  (i.e.  the  active  Army  mission 
relocated  to  another  installation  or  the  installation  was  transferred  from  Army  control).  These  installations  are 
located  in  the  United  States  and  range  in  size  from  a  few  acres  to  over  55,000  acres.  Closed  installations  are:
